4—An attem pt by the RAF to 
fly over the occupied area of 
n orthern Fran ce in d ay light y es­ 
terd ay “frustrated ” by German 
pursuit plan es an d an ti-aircraft 
batteries, with seven of 16 at­ 
tackin g plan es shot d own .

This 
catalogue came in the late after­ 
noon mail on one of our recent 
rainy days, and you can imagine 
what a happy evening we spent by 
the open fire, with the rain slash­ 
ing against the ■window panes, the 
while we wandered in thought 
among these lovely old roses of 
yesteryear.

century and a half, and is said to 
be the rose which, growing in 
the poet Moore’s garden, inspired 
his writing of the "Last Rose of 
Summer.” 
And then, though I haven’t yet 
the slightest idea where we can 
put them, I couldn’t resist some 
moss roses, Old Pink Moss, Old 
Red Moss, Old White Moss, and a 
Crested Moss which might be call­ 
ed "old,” too, as it was found 
growing on the wall of a European 
convent in 18 27 . 
The catalogue 
advises planting these moss roses 
in "not-too-rich soil, in an aban­ 
doned spot.” 
But where, in a 
small modern garden, is there an 
abandoned spot available? 
How­ 
ever, having once attem pted to 
grow a moss rose in California 
I can appreciate this advice, and 
I plainly see there is only one 
thing for us to do—select a spot 
and abandon it for the sake of 
my moss roses. 
If to read a rose catalogue and 
select only a dozen or so modern 
roses is difficult, to mull over 
this list of old roses, knowing you 
can have only a mere half dozen 
is heart-rending. A t the last mo­ 
ment we couldn't resist adding one 
of the old climbers of the Noisette 
type, Reve d’Or;

times grows twenty feet in a 
couple years, we can picture it 
covering the entire roof of our 
garage with fragrant buff-yellow 
roses about the summer of 19 43.

I remember is 
the 
white climbing rose on the east 
wall of Grandmother’s house. The 
second is this velvety red rose 
by a neighbor’s doorstep. "George” 
and "Annie” these neighbors were 
to our family. George cut Grand­ 
m other’s mowing fields, and we 
children sometimes “stowed” the 
hay, tram pling the sweet-smelling 
dried grass as George tossed it on 
the cart, and riding the load back 
in triumph to the barns. 
Sometimes on summer after­ 
noons when we were in the mood 
for more dignified amusement, we 
called on Annie by the front door 
where the red rose grew—and 
sat sedately in her quiet parlor, 
looking a t shells and oddities of 
one kind and another brought from 
the far corners of the earth by 
sea-faring forebears, and handling 
with care much respect the port­ 
folio of pencil sketches made by 
Annie’s mother. Cookies and milk, 
or maybe a dish of wild straw ­ 
berries and cream, brought these 
polite occasions to a pleasant 
close. 
Annie died about a year ago. I 
wish she might have lived until 
my first 
“Jack” rose bloomed 
and I could have sent it to her in 
a letter and told her I planted 
the bush because of those child­ 
hood memories.

Few properties are so laid out 
as to provide an 
ideal 
Defense 
Garden Site for carrying reasons, 
such as shade trees, the proximity 
of other buildings, the placing of 
the house on the ground space or 
something else. It is necessary to 
take the lay of the land as it is 
and pick out a garden spot as 
good as may be under the circum­ 
stances. In other words, make the 
best of the situation. 
The fact that the home site does 
not offer an ideal place for vege­ 
tables should not prevent an ef­ 
fort to grow vegetables. In no oth­ 
er way can really fresh and high­ 
est quality vegetables be obtained. 
The least size for an all 
around 
garden to give reasonable sup­ 
ply is 20 by 20 feet and from this 
size up, but much can be 
done 
with even smaller space. 
There is only one absolute nec­ 
essity in selecting the garden lo­ 
cation and that is sunlight for at 
least a portion of the 
day; 
the 
longer the garden may have sun 
the better. However, good 
gar­ 
dens are often seen in city back 
yards which get only a few hours 
of sun daily. If the garden can 
have sun from nine in the morning 
until three in the afternoon, any 
of the common vegetables can be 
grown successfully. Many of the 
standard vegetables can be grown 
with even less sun than this. This 


has been proved by actual experi­ 
mental test. It is not an experi­ 
ment of dubious result to try to 
grow vegetables on 
a 
partially 
shaded site. 
Ideal soil isn't often found. Take 
the soil as you find it and proceed 
to build it up. 
A vegetable garden 50 by 100 
feet will furnish an adequate sup­ 
ply of vegetables for a family of 
six. Smaller families need smaller 
gardens and when the space is 
very limited select arid specialize 
on a favorite vegetable.

It is pitiful to see men walk ing up and down 
the streets with signs on. accusing others of being 
unfair. 
Most of these pick ets actually believ e that la­ 
bor unions help raise wages and the standard of 
liv ing of the work ers. 
Inv ariably these men will tell you how low 
wages were years ago. 
And their conclusion is 
that they are higher now because of labor un­ 
ions. 
When they are ask ed if labor unions raise 
wages why they don’t raise them twice as high, 
they of course hav e no answer. 
They seem to forget that the only thing that 
raises wages is accumulating capital, better tools. 
These pick ets are hav ing a lot of fun actually 
k idding themselv es into believ ing that they are 
helping their fellowwork er. 
It is strange that 
they cannot see that they are prev enting their 
fellowwork er from being able to learn trades and 
produce; that they are doing as much to cause 
misery and pov erty as anybody else in the world. 
But pick ets, instead of increasing tools, reduce 
tools and lower wages. This is what the poor de­ 
luded pick ets and those who believ e in wish wages 
do not understand. We are paying a terrific price 
in this country for this lack of understanding as 
to the cause of wage increases.

misery of the poor. 
Simply pointing out pov erty and misery can 
hardly be regarded as much of a serv ice, since 
Jesus has already told us an eternal truth—the 
poor we will always hav e with us. 
Relig io n a n d Cra zy Eco n o mics 
Mr. Garrison contends that one may be perfect­ 
ly sound in religion of M atthew 25, and yet hav e 
the craziest k ind of ideas as to the causes of the 
suffering with which he sympathizes and which 
he tries to allev iate. 
If Mr. Garrison's theory of religion is sound, 
a man who believ es all there is to do to reliev e 
pov erty is to v ote to tak e from the rich and giv e 
to the poor and he so v otes, then this man by so 
doing has sound religion. 
Mr. Garrison also says, “Genuine religion is not 
the monopoly of those who hav e correct ideas 
about economics.” 
According to Jesus’ standard of religion, it con­ 
sisted in helping giv e meat to those who were 
hungry, and a drink to those who were thirsty

The condition that exists in Ventura County 
is a natural result of the belief in collectiv e bar­ 
gaining and in arbitrary minimum wages. 
And the situation can only lead to complete im­ 
pov erishment of all priv ate enterprise if con­ 
tinued. 
Under the law, the State D epartm ent of Em­ 
ployment determines whether there is work av ail­ 
able or not. And this State Department is so 
communistic and socialistic and has such little 
k nowledge of fundamental principles that it rules 
there is no work av ailable, when a bunch of 
rack eteers establish an arbitrary wage and call 
a strik e. 
Under this 
condition, 
the 
State can 
break 
any business, w'hen it can say that people hav e 
no work because they do not get the wages they 
would lik e to get. 
To say this and then to tax those people who 
hav e work ed in the past and sacrificed and ab­ 
stained, in order to not be a charge on their chil­ 
dren or their fellownian, and compel them to sup­ 
port people because they cannot get the wages 
they want, is tyranny of the worst type. 
When people come to believ e that somebody 
else is obliged to furnish them jobs at the wages 
they desire, it is only a question of time, if this 
is permitted to continue, until the state is obliged 
to support all the people. 
And if they can do it in Ventura County, they 
can do it in Orange County and in ev ery other 
county. 
And if the higher, sk illed work ers say 
they will not work for less than $1.50 or $2 an 
hour, then the State will hav e to support them 
too. 
It is certainly giv ing the State Department 
of Employment entirely too much authority to 
be the judge as to what wages must be paid in 
order to determine whether there is work av ail­ 
able or not.

Then 
in 19 39 came the present war.

hav e finally realized that they 
hav e secured nothing from this 
war—not ev en Tunisia, which the 
French were on the v erge of giv ­ 
ing them. 
Nor has Italy receiv ed any of 
the neighboring French prov inces 
demanded with so 
much

and thunder by Mussolini. In oth­ 
er words, fiv e years of fighting 
with nothing to sho\^ for it has 
put the Italian people in the same 
frame of mind as Germany when 
finally she surrendered in 19 18.

Argentine Canned Beef 
It has been only 
two 
short 
years since ev ery cattlem an in 
the country was berating Roose­ 
v elt because he OK’d the purchase 
of 
8000 
pounds 
of 
Argentine 
canned beef for the Nav y. Roose­ 
v elt was accused of insulting the 
American cow, and political pun­ 
dits predicted that this was 
a 
sure sign he would not run for a 
third term. 
Oherwise he would 
not hav e risk ed 
alienating 
the 
farmer. 
But national defense and the 
“Good Neighbor” program 
hav e 
brought rev olutionary changes in 
two short years. 
And today cat­ 
tlemen are 
acquiescing 
to 
the 
purchase of not 
a 
mere 
8000 
pounds, but 20,000,000 pounds of 
South American canned beef. 
Donald Nelson, astute coordi­ 
nator of National Defense pur­ 
chases, already has the OK of the 
powerful American Liv estock As­ 
sociation for this purchase. In re­ 
turn he told the cattlem en he 
would buy heifer beef from them, 
also reduce the minimum weight 
standards on fresh beef purchased 
for the army. 


W i t h t he 
“Now, gentlemen, in return for 
these concessions,” said Nelson, “I 
would v ery much lik e to hav e your 
approv al of certain purchases of 
canned beef we are planning to 
mak e from South America. (Grin­ 
ning) If memory serv es me, the 
Nav y got into hot water last 
year when it bought between 7000 
and 8000 pounds from Argentina.” 
“How much 
South 
American 
beef do you plan to buy, Mr. Nel­ 
son?” ask ed Elmer Brock , presi­ 
dent of the National Liv estock 
Association. 
“Well, th 2 Defense Commission 
has arranged for the purchase of 
20,000,000 pounds as fast as it 
can be deliv ered,” replied Nelson. 
“As a m atter of fact, domestic 
pack ers aren t able 
to 
supply 
enough canned beef at this time 
for the arm y’s field ration re­ 
quirements. But aside from that, 
this is a friendly gesture to our 
neighbors to the south, and good 
r.eighborliness, gentlemen, is v ital 
to national defense.” 
“T hat’s perfectly true, Mr. Nel­ 
son,” said Brock . 
“Let me as­ 
sure you that in v iew of the v ery 
fair concessions made to us by the 
W ar Department and the National 
Defense Commission, 
the 
least 
we can do, in the interest of na­ 
tional defense, is to giv e our 
hearty approv al to these South 
American purchases.” 
Utility Witness 
The giant Electric Bond 
and 
Share Company was pleading be­ 
fore the Securities and Exchange 
Commission 
against 
regulatory 
measures which, under the Hold­ 
ing Company Act, would break it 
up and separate v arious of its 
subsidiaries. The company claimed 
this would wreck their system. 
The utility’s star witness was 
Professor Herbert B. 
Dorau of 
New York Univ ersity’s Department 
of Public Utilities. 
Dorau was 
introduced as an impartial expert, 
a professor who had studied the 
m atter scientifically. 
SEC 
a t­ 
torney Alfred Berman let him 
testify at length, then began ask ­ 
ing embarrassing questions. 
Finally he uncov ered the fact 
that Dr. Dorau, 
together 
with 
Professor John T. Madden, dean 
of the School of Commerce of 
NYU, had conducted research for 
Edison Electric Institute which 
paid them fees far in excess of 
their univ ersity salaries-—approxi­ 
m ately $15 0,000 ov er a period of 
two years (19 36 -38 ). 
Edison Electric Institute is a 
publicity organization 
supported 
by the utility industry, including 
Electric Bond and 
Share. 
The 
two professors, who k ept a joint 
bank account, netted about $1200 
a m onth each, also maintained an 
office a t 2 Rector Street, New 
York , Electric Band and Share’s 
office building. 
During he 
1936 -38 period, after 
deducting office expenses of about 
$8 1,000, 
each 
professor 
made 
some $34 ,000. 
Dorau’s salary at 
the univ ersity was $8 900 a year. 
NOTE—In 194 0 the pro fesso rs 
receiv ed fees o f $19,000 fro m a 
subsidiary o f Electric Bo nd and 
Share and its atto rney s. 


Dear Editor “Common Ground 
Thank you for sending me a copy 
of the interesting editorial under 
the heading, “Grapes of W rath 
a Religious, Profane Book .” 
It 
touches sev eral points which 
should be glad to discuss w ith 
you if my time and your space 
permitted. 
My remark , on the Univ ersity 
of Chicago Round Table broad­ 
cast, about GRAPES OF WRATH 
being a religious book was whol­ 
ly 
unpremeditated 
comment 
These programs are almost unbe­ 
liev ably impromptu, and I did not 
ev en k now that one of my col­ 
leagues was going 
to mention 
the book . 
Nev ertheless, w hat I 
said was 
the expression 
of 
considered opinion. 
In introducing your denial tha t 
the book is religious, you hav e 
yourself suggested the v ery qual 
ity that mak es it so. 
You say 
that “the only part that could be 
construed 
as 
a 
religious 
book 
would be the part that set forth 
the misery, suffering and hard 
lot if m igrants.” 
That is near­ 
ly the whole book . 
But to this 
it should be added that there 
is not only a description of suf­ 
fering but a deep sympathy w ith 
it. 
The book has helped a great 
many people to think of m igrant 
work ers 
as human 
beings. 
It 
throws little light on the basic 
causes, and less on the cure, of 
their troubles. 
Sympathetic 
sensitiv eness 
to 
human suffering is, I think , the 
“eternal, 
ev erlasting 
principle” 
upon which the book is based. 
Remember the la tte r half of the 
25th chapter of Matthew. 
Jesus 
considered this principle so eter­ 
nal and ev erlasting that he made 
it the criterion for the selection 
of those who were to “inherit 
the k ingdom prepared for you 
from 
the 
foundation 
of 
the 
world.” 
He 
didn’t ask where 
they thought the fault lay that 
some 
had been 
hungry, some 
nak ed, some in prison. 
I do not find in the book any 
of those implications which you 
find, putting ail the blame for 
pov erty 
upon 
priv ate 
property 
and big business. 
If I did, I 
would object them as erroneous 
opinions hav ing, in any case, no 
bearing on its central thesis. One 
may be perfectly sound in the 
religion of M atthew 25 and yet 
hav e the craziest k ind of ideas 
as to the causes of the suffering 
with which he sympathizes and 
which he tries to allev iate. 
Genuine 
religion 
is 
not 
the 
monopoly of those who hav e cor­ 
rect ideas about economics. When 
I consider your listing of the 
causes of pov erty, from the in­ 
come tax through social security 
to the wages and hours law, and 
when I note your assertion tha t 
“anything that.hides the truth or 
confuses the v oters 
as to the 


causes of po v erty is irreligio us,” 
I am forced to the conclusion 
that you would mak e the Repub­ 
lican party the sole custodian and 
beneficiary of religion. 
Since I 
hav e v oted for ev ery Republican 
presidential candidate from Mc­ 
Kinley to Willk ie inclusiv e, this 
does not endanger me personally. 
But I think 
your criterion 
is 
wrong, ev en if it does let me into 
the fold. 
As to your challenge to me “to 
write an impersonal, immutable, 
mathematical 
definition 
of 
re- K 
ligion,” you win the round. 
I 
cannot do it. 
You m ight with 
equal safety challenge Luther, or 
Thomas Aquinas, or Saint Augus­ 
tine, or Jesus Christ. 
None of 
them could do it either. W hether 
or not religion is immutable, it 
is 
certainly 
neither impersonal 
nor mathematical. 
In fact, 
ail 
that I hav e been saying is that I 
religion rests so largely upon giv ­ 
ing a high v alue to persons and 
treating them accordingly that 
a 
book which throws its w eight on 
this side m ay be religious, ev en 
though it is v erbally profane and 
economically superficial.

people who liv e in the eastern 
half of Poland as entitled to our 
sympathy as those who liv e in 
the western half? 
W hat claims 
to our mercy and money and men 
does Norway hav e that Finland 
has not? 
Are 
the 
Ethiopians 
dearer to us than dwellers on the 
Baltic coast? 
Why is it, Mr. Secretary, tha t 
we hav e k ept o ur ambassado r in 


Germany and Italy threaten us, 
and Russia does not. 
Therefore 
we should sell guns, at a profit, 
or to be returned in good order, 
to those who 
are 
fighting 
our 
battles. 
Therefore, 
a l s o , 
we 
should 
“strok e” 
Russia, 
mak e 
friends with Stalin, an alliance 
ev en, in the hope that he will 
betray the 
sanctity (?) 
of 
his 
treaty 
of 
non-aggression 
w ith 
Germany or will help 
us 
fight 
Japan. 
This 
theory 
omits 
the 
preaching. 
The other theory is, 
as 
Mr. 
Roosev elt says, that we “are com­ 
mitted (who, by the way, com m it­

where, who are resisting aggres­ 
sion” and fighting for “the demo­ 
cratic way of life.”

No one can mix them w ithout 
being a m oral hypocrite to the 
peoples Russia has trodden under 
toot. If we are to help m ak e w ar 
on Germany,

because they are aggressors then 
we should include Russia.

then 
what becomes of all our pious 
proclamations about “democracri' 
and “aggression” in other foreign* 
lands? 
Eugene Lyons in his “Assign­ 
ment to Utopia” says, “We ha d ^ 
gone to Russia

were good dictatorships and bad. 
We left conv inced that defend­ 
ing one is in fact defending the 
principle of tyranny.

mass exile in one place and for

want it. The 19 th century was the 
English century , but the 20th cen­ 
tury w ill be the American cen­ 
tury . Ev ery thing points that way . 
In this great century ev ery red- 
blooded American should do his 
and her share in protecting and 
ex panding the American way of 
life, in retaining its bedrock foun­ 
dation of its constitutional prin­ 
ciples and priv ileges. When ev en­ 
tually peace shall spread its pro­ 
tecting wings on the world we 
shall be the chief arbitrators in 
settling international affairs in a 
square deal of justice tempered 
with mercy .
